Sierra Madre post office will 
be located at No. 25 South Bald 
win Avenue after October 1. It 
will be housed in a new building 
which will be erected by Henry 
Isaacs especially for the purpose. 
The building will be one story in 
height, and. approximately 35x50 
feet in size, built to house the 
post office only. 

Mr. Isaacs has not yet had de¬ 
tailed plans drown but .says he 
expects to have an attractive 
structure which will not only be a 
sub.stantial improvement for South 
Baldwin .Avenue Imt will pre.sent 
a highly cretlitaole appearance 
such as the post office of a pro- 
gre.ssive city deserves. 

The Isaacs property on.Baldwin 
■Avenue has fifty feet of frontage 
and extends as far back as the 
east line of the hotel building. 
The fifteen feet not used by the 
post office building will be re¬ 
served for an alley entrance for 
the office and for the .seven store 
buildings fronting on Central 
.Avenue, which are also owned by 
Mr. Isaacs. 

.As an additional improvement 
on Baldwin .Avenue Mr. Belohlavek 
who owns the garage building on 
the corner, has agreeil to erect a 
wall to surround the open area at 
the rear of his building. This 
.space is at pre.sent u.sed for auto¬ 
mobile washing and general utility 
yard.

Mayor John Line of LaPorte, 
Indiana, arrived last week to visit 
his wife and daughters, who have 
been residing on North .Auburn 

They 
came here for the health of Miss 
Marjorie, who is showing substan¬ 
tial improvement. Mr. Line was 
for many years engaged in the 
wholesale fruit business before 
serving as a public official, first 
for the county and later as mayor. 
He has been prominent in the 
atfairs of the Masonic bodies of 
LaPorte. 

.An interesting item appears in 
a recent issue of the LaPorte 
Herald-.Argus which was brought 
to the News office by Mr. Line. 
It i.s in the 25-years-ago column 
and is as follo\vs: 

“ ‘Lucky’ Bahlw'in, the well 
known Californian, is in town, 
having arrived today from Kings¬ 
bury where he has been visiting 
County Coroner H. H. Long. Mr. 
Balilwin was born in Terre Coupe 
and is the great horseman and 
millionaire mentioned so often in 
the newspapers." 

.Mr. Line .says that just before 
leaving LaPorte he mentioneil 
Sierra Madre as his destination 
to a friend who immediately re¬ 
called having worked for Baldwin 
in the heyday of the old Santa 
.Anita rancho and its racing 
stable. .Mr. Line will remain here 
with his family about a month.

Substantial improvement of the 
pre.sent post office building is 
promised by Mr. Caley wdien the 
office i.s moved. The choice loca¬ 
tion for a retail bu.sine.ss gives 
assurance that it will not be va¬ 
cant long and Mr. Caley propo.ses 
to remodel it to suit the needs of 
a tenant.
